One-Way VHS Video Cassette Rewinder 

OWNER’S MANUAL — Please read before using this equipment. 


Your RadioShack One-Way VHS Video Cas- 
sette Rewinder is specially designed to re- 
wind VHS video cassettes without using your 
VCR. This reduces motor and tape mecha- 
nism wear on your VCR. 


WARNING: To reduce the risk of fire or 
shock hazard, do not expose this product to rain 
or moisture. 


OPERATION 

1. Plug the power cord into a standard 
120V AC outlet. This power cord has a 
polarized plug. If you have difficulty 
inserting the plug, don’t force it. Turn it 
over and reinsert it. 

2. Press STOP/EJECT to open the cassette 
holder compartment.

3. Position the cassette with its label facing 
up and the spine on the left. Gently 
insert it into the cassette holder. 

Note: Closing the cassette holder acti- 
vates the rewinder. 

4. Close the cassette holder compartment 
by pressing it down until it locks into 
place. The winding indicator lights and 
the cassette starts rewinding. 

5. To rewind the cassette completely, wait 
until the cassette holder pops up auto- 
matically. (It takes about 5 minutes to 
completely rewind a T-120 cassette.) 

To stop rewinding the cassette before it 
finishes, press STOP/EJECT. The 
rewinder stops and the cassette holder 
pops up. 

6. To remove the video cassette, grasp the 
cassette on each side and pull it out. Be 
sure to close the cassette holder to pre- 
vent dust from getting into the rewinder. 
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CARE 


Keep the rewinder dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the rewinder only in 
normal temperature environments. Handle the rewinder carefully; do not drop it. Keep the rewind- 
er away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a damp cloth occasionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the rewinder’s internal components can cause a malfunction and 
might invalidate its warranty. If your rewinder is not performing as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
